THAT IRRIGATION PROBLEM...

probable result would be that a num- 
ber of serious law-suits would ensue. 
The plicy of robbing Peter to pay 
P.iul will of course not prove agreea- 
ble to Peter. The — agricultural 
lands along the Truckee may 
easily be irrigated with even 
less water than runs in the river 
but the waters of this river are not 
used solely for the purpose of irriga- 
tion. There are several valuable mills 
on the river which are run by water, 
and when the river is very low these 
mills must shut down. Ofcourse mill 
men will not quietly allow land-own- 
ers in Sierra valley or eleswhere off 
the line of the river to deprive them 
of their first rights. The question of 
riparian rights is one of the most diffi- 
cult questions in law to decide. In 
addition, our system of irrigation in- 
volves peculiar applications of these 
rights. We irrigate very largely by 
common consent, and therefore have 
the unique and at the same time com- 
plex applic«tion of the law bearing on 
the questions at issue, known as the 
common local law. Our system, as 
we have said, is a peculiaa one, and at 
the time one which is neither old nor 
has it received the close attention of 
law-writers and law-makers. There- 
fore, in the absence of special and com- 
pletestatutory provision, the local com- 
mon law will find more or less applica- 
tion in suits at law. That these suits 
will arise there is no question. In 
fact a law-suit is about to be com- 
menced by the Washoe Valley farmers 
against Hobart & Marlette for divert- 
ing the streams which naturally flow 
into Washoe Valley into other 
quarters. , 

None will question but that it is 
highly desirable to bring into market 
lands which, without water, are abso- 
lutely worthless; but if this must be 
done at the expense of those who own 
lands along the banks of the river, a 
serious question at once arises as to 
the policy of so doing. By all law 
those who own land bordering on a 
stream have the first right to the 
waters of that stream, and. this right 
must be purchased, 2s one would buy 
their land, else that right cannot law- 
fully be infringed upon.
